THE MlSSIONARV'S HOUBE 

St. Martin'h Junction, P. Q., Sept, 
The attacks on the Hev, Mr, 
Bouchard, the Presbyterian niiHsionary 
at Bord a Ploufl'e, near here, aro still 
kepti^'up.^ Last week a crowd of persons 
assembled in tho night and stoned bis 
LouBO, terrifying the inmates and doing 
Bomo injury to tho pretniaes. Mr. Bou- 
chard ban boon pressed to put the law 
in force, but hiw auHwer up to the pro- 
nent is that he desires to yet his proao 
cutors an example of Obristiaa forbear- 
ance, which ho is in hopes they will 
follow. The groHtent ayinpatliy isi felt 
for him liy th" f(»w ProtesttintH .in the 
neighbourhood, moat of whom know 
froui painful experience what it h to 
be subjected to boycotting and perse- 
cution. Air. Bouchard ia determinod to 
stick to his post, but his friends are 
an.xiouH that hin family .should be re- 
moved to safer quarter.'*. Tho whole 
trouble in due to the bittei- feeling ihut 
has bi!en aroused agaiiiht I'rotesiftnt.s 
by the political questions in thia pro- 
vince, and to the suooeaa which has 
crowned Mr. Bouchard's labors as an 
agent of Pre.sbyterian jsvangelir.ation. 
The friends of the uii-sHionury here- 
abouts have proffered liiin at;.sintance in 
various ways, but he haH declined it, 
being unwilling to give the hostile ele- 
ment by which he is surrounded at 
Bord a Plouffe the slightest cause of 
offenoe. Ail th.e Protestant missiouRriey 
in the province and all the isolated 
Protestant communities am having an 
exceptionally hard time of it jiiBt now. 

China, 

A correspondent of a natire pa])er 
writes as follows concerning the recent 
riots at Szechuan: "Aft^-r the outbreak 
the to.vii wa.s garrisoned by tho local 
train baiidn to prevent furtiier disor- 
ders, but iImk niilitiii wa.s tint .sutlioient- 
ly Htrong in numbers to guartl every 
poiut, so there were further enoountersi 
resulting in several deaths and muoh 
destruction of property. Tho foreign 
merchants now agree to retire from 
the narrow street whore they bad ea 
tftblished thoniBolves and by which the 
Ohnngking people set so much store, 
and they undertako to build no more 
foreign houses. The officials also have 
issued a proclamation forbiriiliiii; the 
peopla to be believers in Hnd followers 
of that (the Obrirttiiin) doctrine. Those 
who have recently hncnme courerts are 
called upon to wash their hands of it, to 
go no mere to churches and to give up 
couformiug to these practices. It is 
probable, therefore, that in future 
misaionariei will lind little occupation 
here, and the Szeobuan authorities will 
bs spared the deciding of many trouble- 
some cases," 

Beyond this there is no word in the 
newspapers concerning the outrages 
reported by telegraph. 

Coofihow has been visited by a flood 
which has done Qiuob damage; mostly, 
however, to the Chinese of the lower 
classes, The losses in merchandise alone 
amounted to over a million dollirs, 
while the Foochow Echo says that tho 
lose of life jtpnr tod is ao heavy thaf 
the Qgures aris almost inoredible. 

At HiichaDg, on August tbe l.^th, 
a party of brigands atincked a pawn- 
shop and robbed it. The building was 
surrouniled liy troopH, but tho robbers 
beheaded no leas than forty yeven per- 
sons who had been in the shop and 
threw the heads at tho aoldiers. They 
then submitted tlieinHelres to arrest.

Yeeterday the nsnsl oulnmn uf 
flbuae was directed at The Colonist, for na 
other reaiion than that we lind shown up 
hia inaccurucy with roBpect to tho btroogth 
of oabinota eatt of the mountains, lloored 
him with tho Hott precodeiit when he at- 
tacKed Mr. Duck, uud eompletely iiiiniliil- 
ated him by proving that xVlr. Boaven »at 
thredyearsin aoabiuetwhioh wasoomposed 
of foar niembsrs, although hia origan is 
now deniiinding that tho niinibL'r of tho 
Sinithe govornmont shall be reduced u 
throe! Tho state of phrenzy t i which nnr 
contemporary has been brought will be iin- 
deistood -when it is wlated that ho beiniin 
last night's article by corjpiiring Tht Cvl- 
oniat to a "galled jade," n<\t to n "cooa" 
acd finally to a cock "ntrutling about with 
epnrs." Our ooiitemponu-y'H knowledgo of 
natural history is iirodi^^iouii. A hoisol 
araoooou! acoei^! ail wituiu the liuiits of 
one short article. It is evident that the 
brain of oar oontemporarj is disordered. 
His inooberenoy last evening stampH 
him as a candidate for the nearest asylani 
for the insane, Tho government would bo 
eiUy indeed if it should pause to listen to 
the ravinK-s of this jiniiualistio madcap. In 
the flriit iilact>, have not he and hiti "party"

— the liouieo of all power ? — 
and iu the Heoond ))lace. could tho 
governmeut accept tho uounsul of a per- 
aistent and pronoaneed enemy whose only 
objeot — if he have any save the pleasure 
ho fludfl in coarse vituperaticju — would tie 
to get them into troublcl Nn; the 'I'iuies 
man is a deceitful cuuiiaellor, a falae 
friend, an oflicious nobody and a thoroush 
humbug. So far from his ubuaive aitides 
doing Mr. Duck harm, they are actually 
raising up frtenda forrhim. Mr. Duck 
will oontinne to hold the treasury fort un- 
til Mr. Smitho signifies his wish for him 
to retire. The Times can neitlier hasten 
nor delay that event. And as to Mr. 
Duck's BMCcossor, whoever ho may be, 
Tfie Colonist will cheerfully acquiesce in 
the aeleption.

THt: Tlill'LE ALLIANCE AND 
ITS OBJECTS. 

A great deal has beou said about tho 
triple alliance and its objects. But the 
interests of Germany and of -Vustria in 
the Eastern question are only second, if 
they are second, to those of Great Bri- 
tain. It is not credible that Prince Jiis 
marck is favorably disposed to an incal- 
culable increase in the power of Russia, 
for the day cannot fail ti como of a great 
struggle belwoeri the Teuton and Mu.ico- 
vite. Neither was it credible that 
heterogeneous .A.usttia-Hungary could 
assent upon any conditions to the 
establiahment of a restless Slavonic force 
upon her most aooesstble flank. But if 
there had been oven "the shadow of a 
shade of foundation" for tho alleged tri- 
partite agreement to redi.-tribute South- 
western Europe, then in spite uf the real 
identity of the true intereata of G imany 
and Austria with those of tireat Britain, 
the fu'uie safety uf the whole Mediter- 
ranean littoral would have demanded tbo 
close alliance of tier Mtijesty with the 
Sultan of Turkey, witliltiily, with Franco, 
and with Spain. The maintenanco of 
thst datus qtw which was the work of 
Ouiutng, of Pttlmarstoa, and of Beacous- 
tield is absolutely essential to the British 
Empire, on tho ground.s briefly I'lunnur- 
atod, bee lusu "the Ku.'irtiari^ at Cou.-l iii- 
tinople may closely atl'cct t'n^ .Afiilian fron- 
tier.'' It is not a r|Ui-.slion of war, hu 
lung at Britain atauds linn uiid 
true. But by all hur history, by all her 
present, by all her future, Aoumania 
must remain for the Roumanians, Servia 
ior tho Scrvii'.ii.-i, Bulc iria for the linl- 
;(aria'i.«,, aiid (Ji .nat intuiO|ilu under the 
OreHceiit. There ia nojcli to occupy 
Russian atatesmen within the wide exist- 
ing dominions of the Czar, including tho 
formation of an elementary constitution. 
But if the British empire is to remain 
British, the soaring flinlit of tho double- 
headed eagle to wcntward, a:> to unatward, 
inuBt be rt-.'ji r.'iinod by all tin; uiurU force 
It determined nation cjui ::^ive to a patri- 
otic and conscieiitiou'] nii:u;iry. 

THE NOVA SCOl'IA KlCKEJiS. 

Sir Thomas Esmond's iuqniry lu the 
honse of commons as to the alleged accea- 
liion movement in Nova Sootia elicited a 
very discreet reply from the colonial secre- 
tary. Mr. Slaiihopc malcd that tho govern- 
ment bad rci'i-ivdl n dinpiil:-li from J.onl 
Lansdowne iin.-losiii(^ a rf-sohition wiiieli 
was pas.sed liytiii' .N'ova Suoli.i K'gi.'.l,iuvi-- 
assembly advocutinu; tho withdrawiil of the 
province from till.' IJominion. .N'o second 
oommunicat'on had i)i-i-n ncoivcd from 
Kova Sootia, but sonje corroripondcuco hud 
taken place on the subject, and would Im 
found in tho parliamentary papers. The 
imperial government, Mr. Stanhope thought 
it iiGceHiHai-y to remind the bonse again, has 
no to alter the terms of tho 

HrltiHh North America Act, "which was 
settled with the UHsistance of the delei^ate.s 
of Nova Hcotia.

Bory rigbli over its retained western por- 
tion beyond tlie ordinary marine leoguo. 
iMr. Seward naturally took for tho Utj^ted 
.StntiM all that lluania conceded, partly in 
order to exclude her own subjects front 
intruding there and partly because the 
funi and fishoriea of Alaska then foroieil 
its chief value for purcha-so, bnd the Aleu- 
tian islands and Behring sea were the 
main resorts of the seals.

The Lancaster 
Bud Brooklyn, aocond rutos, and the Adams, 
Alliance, Essex, Enterprise, Nipaio, Talla- 
poosa and YanUo, third rate, 8ix> years. 
The Hartford, Biobniond and Penaacola, 
Hocoud rates and tbo Juniata, OsKipee, 
(iuiuuobaag, Swatara, Galena, Marion, Ir- 
oquois, and Koai'sage, thirdrate, flvoyear.s. 
These, together with tho iron sliips, Viono- 
caoy, Alert and Kanger, third ratoa, and 
tho Michigan, I'ldos iind I'inta, fourth rate, 
constitute tho availablo iijjhting force of tho 
present navy. The luont powerful of their 
weapons are tho converted guns, having a 
range of perhaps two miles, exooUout arras 
for operatloua against wooden shipB and 
ancient fottiUcalionH or for shelling towns, 
but ineffeotual against the modern armor. 
The very best of those ships are held by our 
uavol authorities to be far against tho times 
as a reliance for offence or'defeuce in luUu- 
al warfare. The list of ironolads compriKes 
move than a dozen monitors, but none of 
tluiu are iu condition for service at this 
time. With this showing the I'nited States 
iH jiliu'ed liy bi-r own authorities at the foot 
of the list of naval powers in tbo essen- 
tial matter of any Hhips and puns, 
there being three South .-Vmerican, 
two Asiatic and fifteen or six- 
teen European powers which outrank iiii. 
Tiiat portion of our prospective "now 
navy" whose construction has already 
been sanctioned by cangrij.-'S iiunibi'rs 
eiizliteen ships of nil classes, to cost au 
aggregate of something more than !i!20,- 
0()0,OOU, and the last of which, barrin}j 
accident or tho failure of appropriationa, 
ia expected to be afloat four years hence. 
They are required to be built entirely of 
metal, and no device known and approved 
at the date of their planning to secure 
etticieiicy as flighting machines has been er 
ia to bo omitted in their comitruction, 
Their ariuainont throughout will bo of the 
modern liigh-powerod guns, the largest 
weapons at present contomplatiid bein{> 
the 12-inoh breeoh-loadinp; rifle, carrying 
a missile which weighs more than eight 
hundred pounds and requiritig more than 
four hundred pounds of powder for each 
discharge. The thonretieal range of audi 
weapons is about twelve miles, but dilli- 
culties in the matter of elevation and 
otherwise serve to reduce this suniowhat 
in practice. Seven of these ships are to 
he armored, the heaviest probably carry- 
ing sLxtoen inches of steel as a protection. 
Three will be "protected cruiseri" — that 
is vessels whose thick lew decKa of stcA 
dip their edge.s below the water lino and 
serve as a protection to the machinery, 
niagaziuea and other viLil parts of the 
vessels. The others will bu four steel 
cruiflors, two gunbotits, one first-class tor- 
pedo boat and one dynamite gun cruiser. 
Of tho steel cruisers, the Dolphin, 1 ,,")t)0 
tuns diaplacoment, is already completed 
and receiving ber armament. The Atlan- 
ta, 3,000 tons, is on her trial trip and her

while the 15 laton, o,000 tons, and tlia 
Chicago, 4,000, are well advanced in con- 
struction. Five of tho armored vessels 
are of the double-turret monitor class, 
each designed to carry fonr heavy high- 
powered guns, throwing 500-pouii(l shells, 
with a possible range of ten niile.i. These 
ships were planned ten years ago. Doubt- 
less if planned to-day some chauge would 
be made, but they are nevortholeas 
apeken of by Gommodore Wilson in hia 
last annual report as the best type of 
coast and harbor defense vessels in exist- 
ence. 'J'hough not designed for cruiainu, 
they can in einergeiicie.i bo sent abroad, 
their seaworthincb.s having been tested in 
the post. Congress has now supplied tho 
means fur furnishing these ships, and thu 
work is progressing rapidly. The Mian- 
tononiali, l!,81.') tons, will bo ready for 
service ttiia yedr: the I'liiitaii, ti.OOO tons, 
h.is her engines in place and ia nearly 
ready for her armor; while the Terror,

In the more matter of dis- 
placfiineiit these ship.s will e.\cced by 
nearly one-fourth thu best and largest 
of our present naval vessels, whilu for 
speed and effectiveness thoy are intended 
to compare favorably with theliett-ir cbnH 
of j'liiroi.eaii cruiser war ships. The dy- 
niimite gun cniin'r will bo a novi.dty, 
coie[iarable probaldy to nothing now in 
exi.Mei)cu; the necrotary of the uavy ia 
authurixed to make a contract with its in- 
ventor for its construction, and the de- 
partment will have little or nothing to do 
witli the work, beyond pas.iini^ judgnioiit 
upon tlie plans in advjincu and the result 
at its coiiipl _'ii(jn . The conditionn impos- 
ed by the uci of congress contemplate the 
oonstruciioii of a vessel 130 foot long, 
proportiotiatcly very narrow, and of very 
light draft, with exoeedingly powerful en- 
gines, guaranteed to be capable of produc- 
ing a speed of twenty l{ii.)to. In brief, 
the plans of thill I'l.ift are iinderiitood to 
look to the placing of the machinery aiid 
other ordinary appliances of the ahip to- 
wards the bow or stern, leaving tho reoioii 
amidshis)s for the magazines and pnouma- 
tio guns, tho latter being fixed in position 
and having a high elevation.
